SAVAGES IN VAN DIEMEN’S LAND. 

OaTLanns, Oct. 14.—The recent murders 
committed by some of the black natives on 
Anne Geary and Alicia Gough, near Big Lagoon, 
Oatlands, have filled the country with alarm 
and consternation. Only a few days previous, 
Mr. Bryant’s hut, at the Blue Hills, had been 
robbed by the aborigines, notwithstanding that 
the hut was guarded by a man who had a mus- 
ket in his possession, and several other tnen 
were close by. The natives were pursued by 
two armed men, byt they succeeded in getting 
deliberately away with their plunder. 
On Thursday last, the 9th inst. Patrick 
Gough’s wife said to her husband, that she 
thought she heard the shrieks of a woman: on 
looking out he observed Anne Geary running 
towards his hut; she seemed greatly exhausted, 
and told Gough that she had seen the natives 
coming towards Mortimer’s hut, where she re- 
sided. Gough and two other men lost no time 
in proceeding to the hut, to prevent the blacks 
from getting a gun and some ammunition which 
were there. One of the men, (Bates,) carried 
a gun; the other two had merely black sticks 
with them. When they arrived at Mortimer’s 
hut, they could perceive that the door had been 
forced open, and a number of things were 
strewed about the floor and outside the door; 
the gun. and ammunition, with some blankets, 
had disappeared. On returning, Gough was 
met by his eldest daughter, Mary, covered with 
blood, calling upon her father to hasten home, 
as the natives had killed ber mother and sisters. 
Gough saw his wife about balf a mile from his 
hut, sitting on the ground, resting her back 
against the fence, with her infant child in her 
lap. The poor woman said—‘*My dear Gough, 
it is all over with me, [am killed by the na- 
tives.”” She was covered with wounds, and 
fainted. The man, half frantic, afforded her all 
the assistance in his power, tearing part of his 
shirt to make a bandage for her head. He 
then ran with all speed to his hut, where the 
first thing that presented itself to his view was 
his infant daughter Alicia lying breathless in 
front of the door, with her arms extended; but, 
although she had the appearance of being dead, 
the vital spark wasnot quite extinct. On enter- 
ing the hut he found Anne Geary lying stretch- 
ed on the floor. On being removed to a sof:, 
she vomited quantities of blood; she died about 
two hours after, and about midnight Alicia 
Gough, not more than four years of age, 
breathed her last. Gough’s youngest child, an 
infant thirteen months old, had received several 
contusions, but of a slighter character than 
those inflicted on the others. 

During the absence of Gough the hut had 
been robbed of six blankets, two sheets, three 
or four knives, a basin containing some eggs, 
and 20 dollars. 

Mrs. Gough, who still remains in a very pe- 
rilous situation, made shift to commanicate to 
her husband that she fell on her knees before 
the savages, begging them to spare the lives of 
her piccaninnies, and that one of them told her, 
in good English, that they should be all killed; 
‘they then repeated their blows on her head. 

Dr. Hudspeth lost no time, when he heard of 
the fatal catastrophe, in visiting the hapless 
family. It is this gentleman's opinion that 
Anne Geary came by her death principally from 
a deep gash in the brain, inflicted by an axe, 
which was lying at the door, with marks of 
blood on it. She had also other fractures of 
the skull, with several spear wounds on the 
breast, which were considered mortal. The 
child Alicia Gough died from a contusion on the 
head, apparently from a waddy. 

Mary, the eldest of Gough’s daughters, an 
interesting child, seven years old, and, although 
she cannot read, evincing considerable acute- 
ness of understanding, said that the natives in- 
flicted several wounds and bruises on her when 
they were attacking the other victims. She 
states that she made an attempt to carry her 
sister Alicia away from the blacks, when those 
barbarous savages struck them both with their 
waddies, and she fell down as dead asa gum- 
stick, and when she came to herself they had 
disappeared. , 

Thus the warfare and deadly system carried 
on by the aborigines receive daily a new cha- 
racter, and it will require some immediate 
vigorous and efficient measures to repel at- 
tacks, which, if they be not speedily put a stop 
to, must render it impoxsible to guard the lives 
and proporty of the colonists against the most 
alarming consequences.

Constable Prior, of the Oatlands Field Police, 
apprehended two runaways near Mr. Bryant's 
only a short time before; but bad, unfortunately, 
left the hut. -

Garen Ponns, Oct. 14.—James Blunders, 
who resides on the farm belonging to Mr. Cobb, 
in a hut distant not more than a mile and a 
half from the late residence of Mr. Whitfield, 
was suddenly alarmed this moining by behold- 
ing a native in the act of drawing back and 
delivering a spear through the window; and;

With precipitation he pur- 
sued his way to the party of soldiers at the 
Cross Marsh, who, with the constable, went 
with bim back to the hut, which he found plun- 
dered of a variety of articles, tea, sugar, tobac- 
co, flour, bread, and blankets. They left behind 
an old blanket.

NORWEGIAN LADI2S, 
Eating and drinking is the great business 
of the Norwegians, the sole occupation of 
many, and the chief luxury of all: and it is 
owhig to this that the condition of the Nor- 
weyian females is so much lower than it is 
in any other of the European countries. | 
have heard an English lady, married and 
settled in Norway, say, (not from her own 
experience, but from what she saw around 
her,) that she would rather be a maid ser- 
vant in England, than a frou in Norway.— 
And let me here mention a distinction be- 
tween frou and madame, which is peculiar to 
Norway. In all parts of Scandinavia, ex- 
cepting Norway and Denmark, every mar- 
ried woman may be called frou—madame 
being a more honorable appellation: but in 
Norway and Denmark it is otherwise.— 
There, every shipper’s or tradesman’s wife 
receives the title of madame, whereas that 
of frou is the distinctive honour. Former- 
ly, it was only the wives of noblemen, or 
superior officers in the army, who were en- 
titled to be called frou; but, by a late re- 
gulation, the wives of dignified clergymen, 
of doctors in medicine, and of persons hold- 
ing certain offices under Govergmeut, are 
entitled to be so distinguished; and so much 
is this distinction prized, that I heard of an 
instance in which a gentleman purchased |, 
an office in Copenhagen, that his wife might 
be entitled to bo addressed frou. ‘There is, 
perhaps, no occasion to apologise for this 
digression, as it contains some inforination, 
the want of which might lead the traveller 
into an error in etiquette, that might be 
prejudicial. to kim.

The cvok-maid in Norway is not in- 
trusted with any of the great operations in 
the art ; her duties are precisely those of the 
menial! who, in Engiand, is designated a scul- 
lion. Ifa frou be so fortunate as to have 
grown-up daughters, her duties are, in some 
degree, lessened. In a family with which! 
had constant intercourse, the two young 
ladies, frokens, as young ladies of quality 
are called in Norway, had their alternate 
weeks in the cooking department; at least 
half of every day was spent in the kitchen; 
aud she whose turn it was to do this~duty, 
did not take her seat at the dinner wble 
with the rest of the company, but appeared 
when dinner waz nearly concluded; and then 
with checks that would have made rouge be 
superfluous. I have mentioned elsewhere, 
that the duties of the ladies do not end with 
the cooking of dinner; the young ladies (if 
there be any) carry in the dishes, and if there 
be none, the mistress of the house. They 
also change the plates, wipe the knives, and 
perform every other office that is performed 
elsewhere by servants; but, in Norway, a ser- 
vant is seldom or ever seen in a dining-room. 
The Norwegians would, indeed, consider it 
disrespectful treatment, were they to em- 
ploy their servants to wait upon their guests. 
{n one house, where we occasionally visited, 
and in which there were no young ladies, 
two farmer's daughters, neatly dressed, al- 
ways assisted the lady of the mansion to 
wait upon the company. A Norwegian! 
lady might indeed be cited as a pattern to, 
any English servant in the waiting depart- 
ment. Sheis constantly walking round the 
table, observing the wants of the guests, and 
supplying them. Nor does she, in general,

EX TRAORDINARY CASE. 

About four months ago, the son of a Mr. Ro- 
berts, residing in the neighbourhood of Cavendish- 
equare, left home for the yar of proceeding 
to a day-schvol in one of the adjacent streets.— 
Net returning home when he was expected, in- 
quiries were made, and it was ascertained that 
he had not been at school that day. His pa- 
rents became extremely uneasy at his absence, 
as night approached; and although every effort 
was made to discover tidings of the lad, none 
were heard of him, and the night passed away 
without his return, or any clue by which those be- 
Tonging to him could learn what had become of 
him. The following day redoubled exertions 
were msde to find him. na were set on 
foot at the houses of the relatives and friends; 
the bellman was employed to announce the lost 
son, with a description of his person and dress; 
but every method to trace him was unattended 
with success, and the most frightful anticipa- 
tions took ion of the minds of the parents, 
as to the fate of their child. Four months had 
elapsed, and still no tidings were heard of the 
boy, and his parents and friends gave him up as 
lost for ever, and concluded that he had fallen a 
sacrifice to monsters, such as Burke and Hare; 
at that particular period the public mind being 
very much excited, owing to the dreadful dis- 
closures that were brought to light on the trial 
of the former wretch. Such was the general 
foeling at the time, that those who had friends 
missing even for a short period, concluded that 
some shocking catastro 8 had. happened, and 
the iong absence of Mr. Roberts’s son from home, 
notwithstanding the various expediefits adopted 
to gain information relative to him, induced a 
belief that he had been either murdered or had 
met with a premature death, by falling into 
some river or canal, and they had therefore des- 
paired of ever hearing of him again. On Wed- 
nesday last, however, the long lost child was re- 

stored to the bosom of his family, after an ab- 
sence of more than four months. The cause of 
his abandoning home, as well as an account of the 
extraordinary privations he encountered while 
away from his friends, will be read with inte- 
rest. On the 11th of February last, a squalid 
looking boy, about 11 years of age, in a starv- 
ing condition, with clothes scarcely sufficient to 
cover his body, and without eit shoes or 
stockings, was taken before the Magistrates of 
Union-Hall. He was seen the same morning in 
Kent street, singing ballads, by a Mrs. Richard- 
son, the wife of a tradesman, who, taking com- 
ion on his forlorn state, questioned him, and 
Ris answers convinced her, notwithstanding the 
condition in which he then appeared, that he 
had been tenderly reared, and was far above the 
sphere of those unfortunate persons whose neces- 
sities compel them to wander about the streets 
to gain a livelihood by such means. Mrs. Rich- 
ardson, therefore, much to her credit for huma- 
nity, took the boy home; and having given him 
food, which he stood very much in need of, af- 
terwards accompanied him to Union-Hall, and 
having stated the circumstances under which she 
found him, the magistrates gave directions that 
he should be admitted into Newington work- 
house, until inquiries were made respecting his 
relatives. When at the police-office, the boy’s 
appearance indicated want and privation: his 
pA were covered with vermin (not having 
changed them for a length of time,) and his 
and feet were swollen in such a manner, that he 
could only walk with difficulty, he having de- 
clared that he had not slept in a bed for three 
weeks previously, but had lain down in carts 
and outhouses. It was apparent, however, that 
he wished to conceal the abode of his friends, 
and in order to strengthen this belief, he said 
that his father and mother were dead. While 
in the workhouse, Joseph Snow, the beadle of 
Newington, all along ting that the boy 
was deceiving them, and that he had friends in 
town, tried every expedient to ascertain the fact, 
in order that he might be restored to his parents, 
as well as the parish relieved from the burden 
of his support. With this view he questioned 
him over and over again, but the boy still per- 
sisted in declaring that he was an orphan, and 
actually remained from the llth of February 
until last Wednesday an inmate of the workhouse.

Snow, immediately on 
seeing the little fellow, detained him until he 
ve such an account as led to the discovery of 
abode of the fether of this extraordinary boy, 
with whom it a the little informant had 
been a schoolfellow before the former abandon- 
ed hishome. Snow acting upon this information 
repaired to the residence pointed out to him, and 
there found Mr. Roberts, the boy’s father, who, 
on seeing his son, clasped him to his bosom, and 
shed tears of gratitude for his restoration. The 
mother’s feelings were so overpowered with joy 
on again beholding her child, that she nearly 
fainted. Both parents rendered thanksgivings 
for the safety of their long lost child, and when 
Snow described the condition in which the boy 
was when first taken to the workhouse, they 
shuddered with horror at the detail. The 
beadle having expressed a wish that the father of 
the boy would attend before the magistrates yes- 
terday, Mr. Roberts appeared at Union-hall, and 
accounted for the circumstance of his son aban- 
doning his home, by no other reason than his 
having contracted a small debt in the neighibour- 
hood, and fearful that he would be chastised for 
it, kept away, and suffered the privations that he 
had gone through. rather than run the hazard of 
being punished. The father assured the magis- 
trate that he had not the most remote intention 
of inflicting any punishment on the boy, and 
expressed his gratitude to those who had restored 
his child to him. 

Mr. Swasey said, that had it not been for 
the humanity especially evinced by Mrs. Rich- 
ardson towards the boy, he would in all proba- 
bility have perished. He (the magistrate) per- 
fectly well recoliected when he was brought be- 
fore him: at that time ho was in a miserable 
condition for the want of food and raiment. 

Mrs. Richardson, who was present, and who 
had taken a great interest in the fate of the boy 
all along, expressed the pleasure it gave her to 
see a child restored to its parents under such cir- 
cumstances. 

Mr. Roberts acknowledged the obligations un- 
der which he was to Mrs. Richardson, to whose 
humanity and benevolence were mainly attri- 
butable the restoration of his son. ‘To Joseph 
Snow, the beadle of Newington, he was also 
greatly indebted for his active exertions on the 
occasion.

Da. Jounson’s WitLow.—The violence of 
the storm on Tuesday threw down the remark 
ably large willow-tree, in Stow-fields, usually 
called ** Johnson’s Willow,’ from an eroneous 
tradition that it had been planted by him, when 
the land was occupied by his father. Though 
there is no reason for believing that the tree was 

lanted by Dr. Johnson, as he himself denied do- 
ing 80, yet it was so great a favourite with him, 
that he regularly went to see it whenever he 
visited the city. It was, we believe, the largest 
of its kind in the kingdom, and measured twenty- 
nine feet 6 inches in circumference at its thick- 
est part. For many years it had been in a state 
of rapid decay, and was sq hollow, that in most 
parts of the trunk, the timber was not more than 
4 or 5 inches thick. Indeed, its preservation 
may in a great measure be attributed to an ac- 
cident. About six years since some boys lit a 
fire within it, which communicated to the inside 
of the trunk, and by completely charring it 
checked its decay. The passion for relics of the 
great moralist and lexicographer, genuine or sup- 
d, was strikingly displayed on the event.— 
© sooner was it known that the tree had fal- 
len, than dozens of unauthorized axes and saws 
were busily engaged in severing from it its best 
branches; and it seemed likely that in a few 
hours not a huge bulk would be left for its own- 
er.— Litchfield Mercury.

The preparations 
of the belligerents are of the largest kind ; 
ample preparations have been made in every 
department, vast armies collected, animated 
with equal confidence and courage, and led 
on by the most experienced Generals. Yet 
we are still to learn why Russia, not propo- 
sing either conquest or dismemberment, 
should continue the war at such risk and 
cost of treasure and of blood: or why Tur- 
key should decline expressing a desire for 
peace, which the events of the last campaign 
placed her in a condition to make without 
dishonour.”’

During the long reign of Grorer the 
Turn, it seemed to be almost forgotten that 
such a thing as female influence had ever 
existed about the Exeuisnu court; unless the 
Duxe of Yorx’s case may be cited as an 
exception.

the Duke of Wellington on political subjects. 
‘the lady is said to have urged the Duke to 
some measure in favour of Russia, and on refu- 
sal to have menaced him with bringing about this 
dismissal. One paper even insinuates that the 
lady was very warm in her instances, but that 
the cold-blooded Duke resisted all the attempts 
of beauty and eloquence to seduce him from bis 
duty. We can readily believe that, in accor- 
dance with the fashion of Courts, the Princess 
Lieven would use all fair means of diplomacy in 
the interests of Russia, and we can as easily 
believe that the Duke, who is reported to have 
said to his brother the clergyman, when asked 
some simple question of politics, ‘‘Parson, go 
home to your Pulpit,’’ would have sang froid 
enough to resist the prayer and defy the 
menaces of a female diplomatist; but it is not 
quite so easy to believe that the sang froid 
which was to be the shield of the Duke’s poli- 
tical virtue would be of the nature which is 
insinuated. The Duke isa great hero and a 
great statesman; but he is not just the man for 
whom this, or that, or any other Princess, would 
throw out the lures in question; and as to the 
menaces which the lady is said to have used, 
it is quite ridiculous to suppose that a woman, 
so able and so clever as this lady is reported to 
be, could imagine the possibility of success (or 
the utility of a threat) in an endeavour to ob- 
tain the dismissal: f a Minister to whose influ- 
ence Royalty itself was compelled to yield.— 
There is something absurd in the whole story ; 
but then it is said that the Princess, in disgust, 
is about to quit the country. If she does leave 
England, however, it will be in pursuance of 
arrangements for that purpose long since made 
by the Prince, her husband, and having no refer- 
ence to any diplomatic disappointment which 
he may have experienced. It is a great pity 
that, in the dearth of real news, the manufac- 
turers of gossip forthe newspaperr cannot in- 
vent stories which may be piquant without ca-

A duodecimo volume of Tales and Sketch- 
es, by a Country Schoolmaster, was publish- 
ed yesterday, at New Yorx.

The Dustin correspondent of the Lonvon 
Times, noticing the want of a professor of the 
Taisn language in the Dusuin University, 
adds tiiese observations:—I am far from attribu- 
ting any importance to this ancient dialect, and 
J have always laughed at the hypocritical pre- 
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fences with which the por kets of the credulous 
English have been picked by the canting mis | 
sionafies, who go about collecting money for 
instructing the native Irish in the truths of 


the christian rel.gion in their own language. 


‘In the first place, the number of those who 


speak tho Irish language only, are most shame- 
fully exaggerated. I am satisfied that there are 
not half a million of adults in Ireland who do not 
speak English. But if there were even two or 
three millions, as the missionaries pretend, it is 
quite notorious that not a man of them whocan 
read at all, but reads, and can only read, the 
English language; and that the reading of Irish 
is a piece of scholarship which they can only 
acquire through the medium of English. The 
dialect, in point of fact, is going out—slowly in- 
deed, but still it is declining ; and if education pro- 
ceeds as it has within the last five or six years, 
our children, I think, will witness its total dis- 
appearance; all the Irish Bibles and Prayer- 
books, whether printed in the Roman or Hiber- 
nian character, notwithstanding. These are in 
fact waste paper. It is not, therefore, for reli- 
gious or political purposes that one would wish to 
see a professorship of this language established 
in Dublin College, but on those grounds, and 
those only, which induced the University of Ox- 
ford to found a professorship of Saxon, or the 
King of Denmark to endow a professorship of 
the ancient Gothic in Copenhagen. But, unfor- 
tunately, we have been so circumstanced in Ire- 
land, that nationality is unfashionable even 
amongst our few literary men. If the Scotch 
had the store of Gaelic manuscripts which are 
rotting in the library of our University, what 
quartos and folios—what dissertations, and his- 
tories, and grammars, and dictionaries,—should 
we not have had! 


The New York papers of yesterday con- 
tain the following letter from the Secretary 
of Starr to Preservep Fisu, the Chair- 
man of a committee appointed by the mer- 
chants of New York interested in claims 


on France :-- 
DePARTMENT OF Stare, 
Washington, 4th June, 1829. , 

Sirn—I am directed, by the President, to in- 
form you that he received, on the 17th of May, 
the memor al of the committee of citizens of New 
York having claims upon France, for spoliations 
committed on their property, which, as Chairman 
of that committee, you had forwarded to him; 
and to ask the favor of you to communicate this 
letter to the committee, as the President's deci- 
sion upon their memorial. 

It being the especial object of the memorial 
to recommend and solicit an Extraordinary 
Mission, on the part of this Government, to that 
of France, exclusively to enforce the demands 
of justice, in reference to these and similar 
claims, I have the honour to state, that he has 
given to the subject the respectful and attentive 
consideration which was due to the suggestions 
of the memorialists, as well as to the important 
interests involved; and that he perceives nothing 
to induce a change, at the present time, of the 
course upon which, with much deliberation, he 
had determined, regarding the claims in question, 
which was, to continue the prosecution of them 
through the ordinary channel of the Legation of 
the United States at the Court of his Most 
Christian Majesty. To that effect, I have the 
honour to state, for the further information of 
the memorialists, that Mr. Rieves will be par- 
ticularly instructed, under the direction of the 
President, to urge upon the French Government 
a speedy adjustment of the claims which they 
represent, and of all others of citizens of the 
United States: and it cannot be doubted, from 
the justice and liberality of the Councils of his 
Most Christian Majesty's government, that a 
satisfactory arrangement will be the result.

In consequence of Judge Cranch’s indisposi- 
tion, the Circuit Court at Washington adjourned, 
on Monday, to next Tuesday.

At Wheeling on the 10th inst. the Ohio River 
was three and a half feet above low water mark. 

During the thunder storm on Sunday night, a 
lady, residing in Courtlandt street, New York, 
was very much alarmed and went to bed. As 
the storm increased she became exceedingly agi- 
tated, and at length a fit seized her. Before 
medical assistance could reach her, she was a 
corpse. 

From the Ist of May to the present time, 2640 
passengers have arrived at the port of New York 
from Great Britain, viz: from London, 285; Li- 
verpool, 1423; Bristol, 31; Rye, 419; Scotland, 
285; Plymouth, 40; Ireland, 155. 

While a detachment of the 71st (Highland) 
regiment was proceeding in a steamboat, on lake 
Ontario, from Kingston to York, one of the best 
soldiers lay on the deck with his knapsack un- 
der his head, and turning over in his sleep, fell 
overboard, and lost his life. 

Samuel Hinkle, the supervisor of Northampton 
township, dug out of the@road a sand-stone 
weighing between 400 and 500 pounds, as round 
as a cannon ball.—He intends to send it on to 
Philadelphia, for the use of the ship Pennsylva- 
nia. 

A destructive fire raged in Fleet street, Lon- 
don, on the morning of the llth of May last. 
A whole range of buildings was destroyed. 
Among the sufferers was Mr. Carlisle, the book- 
seller, who was uninsured, and lost all his pro- 
perty. Mr. Carlisle, finding all attempts to es- 
cape by the stairs impossible, opened a window 
in the second story and jumped out into the 
street, by which one of his legs was broken. 

A sister of Mile. Sontag, about fifteen years 
old, sang at the Argyll Rooms, on the 15th May, 
and received great applause. 

In Leicestershire, Eng. a man was lately 
knocked down and repeatedly gored by a bul- 
lock. His cries brought a pony to his aid, and 
the little fel'tow’s heels drove off the assailant. 

The June Term of the Mayor's Court for the 
city of Philadelphia, commenced yesterday in 
the State House. 

The quarantine regulations of Charleston 
weat into operation on the 6th instant. 
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Mr. Palrter, the editor ofthe Weekly Visitor, 
printed at Chester, has issued proposals to pub- 
lish a new Map of Delaware county. 

The general quarantine laws of the port of 
Boston went into operation last week. 

The Belgian Minister, the Chevalier Huy- 
gens, arrived in this city on Monday evening, 
with hit family, and took lodgings at the Man- 
sion House, 

The Wheeling Statesman says, that on the 
night of the ist. inst 8 miles above Cincianati, 
the steam boat Atalanta ran into the steam 
boat Gen. Marion, and broke ber fly wheel and 
shaft, carted away her guard, and materially 
injured her hull. No lives were lost. 

The Char'eston Mercury says: —The crew of 
the American brig New Priscilla, which sailed 
from this port for Matanzas, and of which it has 
been reported that the vessel was captured and 
all hands murdered by pirates, have arrived safe 
at Jamaica’ This information is derived from 
the commander of the British man of war Mon- 
key, (which arrived at Matanzas on the 20th ot 
May.) 

The Pittsburg Gazette represents the crops 
of grainand grass, in that neighbourhood and 
in all quarters of the country from which it hae 
heard, as premising to be unusually abundant.

THE LONDON PROOF. 

Mr. Fox, a Londou Dentist, is considered the father 
of English dentistry.

Fox, in his second volume, page 145, advances that the 
teeth in front in the upper jaw, re very liable to decay, 
in consequence of being crowded or pressed much 
against each other, and to prevent mortification from 
taking place, it is advisable to muke a separation of the 
teeth with a very thin file. 

Mr. James, and Vr. Fox, both recommend the teeth 
to be filed after they are decayed, as well as before-mor- 
tification takes place between the teeth.

A lover of cold, 
it maintains the beautiful ovate form of its flower 
only in a low temperature; warmth expanding 
the petals, vitiating its grace, and destroying its 
character. It seems to preserve its native 
purity free from every contamination; it will be- 
come double, but never wanders into varieties, 
is never streaked nor tinged with the hues of 
other flowers.— Journal of a Naturalist. 

USE OF CAT’S WHISKERS. 

Every one has observed the whiskers of a cat, 
but few, perhaps, dream that they serve any va- 
luable end. The following passage will prove 
the contrary:—“ Every one must have observed 
what are usually called the whiskers on a cat's 
upper lip. The use of these in a state of nature 
is Very important. They are organs of touch.— 
They are attached to a bed of close glands under 
the skin; and each of these long and stiff hairs 
is connected with the nerves of the lip. The 
slightest contact of these whiskers with any sur- 
rounding object is thus felt most distinctly by 
the animal, although the hairs are themselves 
insensible. They stand out on each side, in the 
lion, as well as in the common cat, so that, 
from point to point, they are equal to the width 
of the animal's body. If we imagine, therefore, 
a lion stealing through a covert of wood in an 
imperfect light, we shall at once see the use of 
these long hairs. They indicate to him, through 
the nicest feeling, any obstacle which may pre 
sent itself to the passage of his body; they pre- 
vent the rustle of boughs and leaves, which 
would give warning to his prey, if he were to at 
tempt to pass through too close a bush; and 
thus, in conjunction with the soft cushions of his 
feet, and the fur upon which he treads, (the re- 
tractile claws never coming in contact with the 
ground,) they enable him to move towards his 
victim with a stillness greater even than that of 
the snake;'who creeps along the grass, and is 
not pereeived till he is coiled round his prey.’’—
